to a survey of the major win- 
eries of the area. The crop 
is generally better than av- 
erage, both as to quality and 
quanity. 

Shipments of the wine grapes 
to Eastern markets progresses 
daily, with Herb Hall of the 
Pacific and Electric railroad 
reporting that railway ship- 
ments are about 50% comple- 
ted for the season. Eight to 
') cars per day are being dis- 
patched from the Alta Loma, 
Grapeland and Etiwanda ship. 
ping stations of the PE, Mr. 
Hall reports. Four vineyards 
ship from these points. 

From Cucamonga’s Santa Fe 
Station, grape shipping has 
been resumed after a void of 
four years, and Miss Pat Bal- 
ding, station agent, reports 
the shipments are 40% com- 
plete for the season. Two Cu- 
camonga growers are shipping 
from, this point, which should 
account for at least 50 car- 
loads of grapes. 

The crop is good this 
year, with expectations for as 
good a season crop as last 
year or a bit better. The 
Eastern market has been slow- 
er this fall due to the weather 
there, but the prices are hold- 
ing fair. The best market is 
usually experiened after Oct. 
1, so the better part of the 
season lies ahead. 

Shipping was begun Sept. 3, 
and a total of 250 carloads of 
grapes are anticipated for the 
season. Other than the local 
shipping points, other area 
shipments are made at the 
Union Pacific’s Dixon station 
near Mira Loma where 150 to 
200 cars per year are normally 
dispatched.

Editorials 
The State Senate Election 
— and Politicians 


With three ambitious men from the west end of the 
county in the race for state senator, it is likely the way 
has been made very smooth for the election of Mayor 
Raymond H. Gregory of San Bemardino. A special 
election will be held Nov. 26 to choose a successor to 
James Cunningham, who resigned as senator to ac- 


cept an appointment as a superior court judge. 


San Bernardino city voters and their county-wide 
influence usually have a majority voice in the county 
elections. With three fairly popular candidates from 
this area opposing Mayor Gregory, there is little 
chance for Eugene G. Nisbet of Upland and Dan Mike- 
sell and Stanford C. Shaw of Ontario. 


Even with any one of the three men pitted square- 
ly against Mr. Gregory, the outcome would be in 
doubt, due to the heavy consecration of ballots in the 
county seat — and due to Mr. Gregory's popularity. 


It so happens that in a special election of this 
kind, names of all candidates appear’on the same 
ballot — irrespective of party affiliations. Thus, four 
names (providing there are no withdrawals) will be 
before each voter. 


Odd developments have resulted in much con- 
fusion in the county's political party organizations. 
The Democratic Central committee endorsed Mr. Shaw. 
Then, the various Democratic clubs in the county held 
a convention at which Mr. Nisbet, Upland’s former 
mayor ond present state assemblyman, was endorsed. 
A very deep split has thus developed among the 
Democrats. 


The Republican Central committee endorsed Mr. 
Gregory, although there is fairly strong feeling in favor 
of Mr. Mikesell. The endorsements actually mean very, 
very little. 

All four men have had experience in public office. 
Mr. Nisbet and Mr. Shaw have been in Sacramento as 
assemblymen. Mr. Mikesell is the county supervisor 
from this area and Mr. Gregory is head of the San 
Bernardino city government. 

Even though the Republican “politicians” did not 
endorse Mr. Mikesell, we favor him as the man who 
would give the best public service. He has convictions 
— and sticks to them regardless of political conse- 
quences. We like a public official who is strong 
enough to champion a cause. Thus, we believe there 
is a difference between a “good” politician and a 
“good” public official. 

Mr. Mikesell would give a very refreshing, inde- 
pendent and courageous approach to the public 
problems in Sacramento. 

While we regard his election as very doubtful due 
to the muddled situation, we believe Mr. Mikesell’s 
candidacy deserves the united support of all voters 
in this area.
